Westminster, May 12.— The time of 
the Methodist conference was occupied 
the greater portion of yesterday and to- 
day in discussing thu affairs of the Indian 
missions on the north-west coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia.

THE COLEMAN FAILURE. 

San Pkanojsco, May 10.— With refer- 
ence to certain statements published East 
quoting the losses of W. T. Coleman & 
Co. in fruit and salmon at $1,000,000 to 
82,000,000, and assigning that as one of 
the reasons for the suspension, the firm 
has issued an announcement emphatically 
contradicting them. They say: "Our 
salmon operations aro highly profitable, 
as is well known to the trade, and our 
fruit operations, outside of dried fruit 
laHt year, were satisfactory. Owing to 
tlio failure last year of fruit-dryers to 
complete contracts, there wore losses, but 
our total losses in 1887 fruit, all coin- 
binod will not exceed $25,000. Our busi- 
ness has boon run hero in entire accord 
and concert, and the responsibilities are 
assumed by all the members of the firm." 

The clerks in the office of VYm. T. 
Coleman & Co., aro still hard at work- 
preparing a statement of tbo accounts for 
the benefit of the creditors. It is thought 
that two more weeks will be consumed in 
preparing the books, it is not believed 
that any overtures looking to a settlement 
will bo made until the combined state- 
ment is in the hands of the assignees. It 
is said that the cioditors are willing to 
give the firm favorable terms, but all aro 
agreed in waiting until tho true state of 
affairs can bo learned.

BISHOP OF VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

Rumored Appointmcit of the Rev. Father .1. 
LeiumeiiB to the Vacant Sec. 

Advices received from Rome last night 
state that "the Abbe Lemmens, a native 
of Holland, has boon appointed bishop of 
tho vacant see of Vancouver Island and 
Alaska." 

The Rov. Abbo Lemmens referred to in 
tho above despatch is undoubtedly Rev. 
Father J. Lemmens, the zealous mission- 
ary who is stationed at the Catholic 
mission on Olayoquot Sound. Father 
Lemmens came up to Victoria last week 
and, it will be remembered, was inter- 
viewed at length by The Colonist, and is 
at presont staying at tho Episcopal Palace 
on Yates street. He intended returning 
to his mission in a few clays, but tho an- 
nouncement of his appointment to the 
bishopric will necessitate his departure 
being indefinitely postponed. 

The news ot a successor being appointed 
to the lamented Archbishop Seghers has 
been anxiously looked for by the Catholic 
portion of the community for some 
months, and should tho above des- 
patch prove true, tho appointment 
of Fathor Lemmens to tho vacant Soe 
will bo hailed with pleasuro by all who 
are acquainted with the reverend gentle- 
man. The news will not be officially con- 
firmed until the Papal bull arrives from 
Rome by mail. 

Father J. Lemmons ia a native of tho 
south of Holland, and ia aged 38 years. 
Ho was oducated for tho priesthood at 
Lourain, studying theology at tho Ameri- 
can college and attending courses of 
lectures at the university of that city. 
He waa ordained to the priesthood in 
1875 at Brussels by the Papal Nuncio, 
Mgr. Catani, who has since been elevated 
to tho rank of cardinal. Tho young 
priest elected to devote his future life to 
the missionary field iu Vancouver Island, 
and immediately aftor his ordination in- 
tended to start for this province; but 
he was taken sick, and his departure 
had to bo postponed until the following 
year, when, in company with another de- 
voted missionary priest, Rev. Fathor 
Nicolaye, ho came to Victoria. Father 
Lemmens was stationed at the cathedral 
in this city until 1882, when ho was sent 
by his Buporior upon tho work of chris- 
tianizing tho Indians of tho west coast of 
tho island, an undertaking in which he 
has been almost constantly engaged up to 
the present time, and in which he has boon 
eminently successful. In the year 1884, the 
bishopric of this See having become va- 
cant by the removal of Bishop Brandol to 
the See of Helona, Montana, Rev. Father 
Lemmens was chosen to represent 
the See of Vancouver Island at 
the Third Plenary Council held at Balti- 
more in that year, presided over by Car- 
dinal (then Archbishop) Gibbons, After 
the termination of tho Council, Father 
Lemmens visited Europe before returning 
to Vancouver Island, and when the ne- 
cessity arose for choosing a successor to 
tho lato Archbishop Seghers, and the 
names of the candidates were sent to 
Rome, it is believed that Fathor Lem- 
mens was tho unanimous choico of the 
clergy of this dioeeso. The reverend gen- 
tleman is thoroughly acquainted with the 
Indian mission work, and ia believed by 
thoso who aro in a position to judge to be 
well worthy of the dignity of wearing the 
purple. 



CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 

Gladstone has recovered from an attack 
of lumbago. 

.John Sherwood, well known publisher 
of Manchester, England, is dead. 
■ Advices from Rio Janeiro state that 
the Brazilian chamber of deputies have 
passed a bill for the immediate abolition 
of slavery. 

A Southern Pacific west-bound passen- 
ger train from Yuma, Ariz., fell through 
a trostle near Gila bend yesterday morn- 
ing. Mrs. A. Good, of England, was 
killed and twelve passengers injured. 

The offer of $10,000 reward for tho 
capture of Tnscott. tho murderer of mil- 
lionaire Snell, expired by limitation Fri- 
day night. 

The Emperor of Brazil has had a re- 
lapse. He shows symptoms of neuralgic 
corebral congestion. Drs. Charot, of Paris 
and Giovani of Padua have been sum- 
moned to attend him. 

At Valparaiso, Ind., forty freight carH 
were blown from tho track of tho Nickel 
Plato railway on Friday and somo of them 
torn to splinters. Seventy telegraph 
poles aro also laid low by tho force of a 
cyclone. 

A despatch from Buffalo, N. Y. , says 
the canal season opens with a dead lock 
between the boatmen and grain shippers. 
The boatmen insist on five cent freight 
which the shippers refuse to pay.

London, May 12. — Lord Salisbury and 
his colleagues have at length grown un- 
easy at tho constant attacks' of the Gor- 
man newspapers— the crowing antipathy 
of the German people against England 
and tlio demonstrations of Russia toward 
Central Asia — and are now hastily pro- 
paring tho British army and navy for any 
contingencies that may arise. There is 
hardly any doubt that a majority of the 
German press, especially the newspapers 
which take their cue from Bismarck, are 
being deliberately employed to make the 
name of England hated throughout the 
empire, and tho upshot of the whole 
business is that England and everything 
English are to the last dogroe unpopular, 
especially in the Prussian ministry circles. 
There are, of course, many Prussians, 
and even u few Prussian newspapers, of a 
different way of thinking, but with tho 
followers of Bismarck a national hatred 
and jealousies of (heir kind are not merely 
defended, but warmly adopted as a sign of 
patriotism. Nearly forty-one years ago 
Bismarck made his first important speech 
in the Prussian parliament. A 
member, alluding to the German 
uprising of 1813, rofused to ad- 
mit tho idea that the enthusiasm 
of those times was due to a hat red of the 
French, and added, "a noble civilized 
people like the Prussians knows no na- 
tional hatred." Aftor ho sat down, Bis- 
marck, who was then only Capt. Otto 
Von Bismarck Schouliauseu, got up and 
said, in his opinion, all other feelings 
wore then "silenced by a hatred against 
the foreigner." The words were then re- 
ceived with protest and dissent. Now-a- 
days it appears they would bu taken as a 
matter of course in Germany. It is a 
strange game that Bismarck has of lato 
boen playing. The German press in gen- 
oml is the only organ whose stops lie can 
pull out or push in at pleasure, and if the 
terrible noise that has boon made about 
Battonburg, and tho name of England 
constantly dragged into dispute, it is be- 
cause he wills it so. Battenburg affairs 
having in a great measure died out, at- 
tacks are now directed against tho sup- 
posed English influence at tho German 
imperial court, and against tho useless 
English cannulas to which Emperor Fred- 
erick's frequent relapses aro attributed. 
English statesmen are beginning to believe 
the newspaper allegations are tho incep- 
tion of 

SOMH SCHEME OF BISMARCK 

to tho detriment of England and aggran- 
dizement of Russia, which will culminate 
in tho death of Emperor Frederick. The 
latter event cannot bo very far off, as 
those in London who aro likely to be best 
acquainted by direct information from Sir 
Morell MoKonzio as to the progress of 
tho Emperor's disease, now admit that 
Frodorick is dying fast, which has been 
known to the British Cabinet for some 
timo, as undoubtedly it has acted as a 
powerful incentive in hastening England's 
war preparations, of which the secretary 
of war, Stanhope, gave an outline on 
Wednesday. Many of England's best 
soldiers and sailors, among them Lord 
Wolesley and Lord Charles Beresford, 
however, claim the stops that are being 
taken to place England in a proper state 
of defence are entirely inadequate. They 
say that so long as tho army and navy are 
governed by civilians nothing elao could 
be expected. In plain English, this moans 
that Stanhope and Lord George Hamilt 
are acting against the judgnientof Wolesley 
and Beresford, that tho public are beini 
hoodwinked in supposing that these light 
ing ofliccrs approve what is being done 
and that the whole arrangement aims at 
securing, not the safety of tho country, 
but the reputation of Goschen as a 
financier. A number of tories are already 
asking whether it would not bo worth 
whilo sacrificing one or two secretaries of 
state, and even so promising a .Jonah as 
Goschen, if by so doing the country could 
be made safe against invasion. Many 
other obscrvors aro asking themselves 
whether Bismarck's excessive tenderness 
toward Russia is calculated either to con- 
ciliate that power and strengthen tho 
general policy to which Bismarck is com- 
mitted. Whatever he may do or say he 
will always be hated and distrusted in 
Russia. Russia knows ho made tho 
Austro-German alliance against thu wishes 
of the lato emperor and that that alliance 
was directed against her. Bismarck will 
nevor win Russia except by sacrificing 
that policy, and that means sacrificing 
Austria. It is no wonder Austria looks on 
unoasily and wonders whether Bismarck 
means to throw her to the wolves as 
ho declarod himself ready to do with 
Bulgaria. 

THE 11ALKAN STATES. 

Despatches from Vienna this evening 
report that tho situation in the east is 
anything but reassuring, all traces of op- 
iumism, which has long characterized of- 
ficial opinion, has disappeared in gov- 
ernment circles. Tho position of the 
Bulgarian government has become intol- 
erable to Russia There is an agitation 
in the different parts of tho Balkan Statos 
and, as was to bu expected, there are 
signs of renewed trouble in Macedonia. 
Tho Bulgarian element iu that province is 
moved. Tho Turkish authorities sup- 
ported by Musselmon, as a population, 
are resorting to strong measures of re- 
pression, meanwhile accounts coining from 
tho Polish frontier give particulars of 
Russian military preparations, which are 
evidently to a great extent founded on 
facts. According to these accounts tho 
headquarters of the frontier army, with a 
general staff, ia at Kischieff, There are 
sub-divisions at Kamenee, Jarwolice and 
Prookiroff, That will he the first lino of 
attack and is formed of cavalry, princi- 
pally dragoons. They aro at 
present constantly engaged in out- 
post drill on roads loading to the 
garrison frontier. Tho second line 
consists of infantry, the stuffs of which 
aro quartered at Haisyn, Bracla, Tulzyn. 
and Niomorow. Bosidos these troops a 
considerable number of chasseurs aro can- 
toned in the samo diroction. This por- 
tion of tho frontier* army constitutes an 
uninterrupted chain, each link comprising 
one, two, and three battalions. The re- 
mainder is stationed at Krasilof, Kosta- 
linow, Coslow and Ostrong, whore there 
aro also magazines. A largo on trenched 
camp is at Meindziborz, Most of the 
artillery is at Kaminee, Meindziborz, 
Winica, and Krsenmio. It is dillicult to 
fix tho number, but it is believed there 
aro a fifty regiments of cavalry on tho Gal- 
liciuu frontier, not including the Cossacks. 



Churchill's opportunity". 
Political elides aro exceedingly anxious 
regarding tho speech which Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill will deliver at Preston, 
Wednesday next. Ho will address the 
constituency of Mr. Honbury, who alono 
among tho conservative members followed 
his example ill walking out of the 
house before a division on tho Irish 
local government bill on April 2(i. 
Lord Randolph will take this opportunity 
of defending his action in rocalling his 
pledges made in the name of the tory gov- 
ernment, regarding tho Irish question im- 
mediately on tho reassembling of parlia- 
ment in August, 188(3. Lord Churchill, 
as leader in thu houso of commons, thou 
declared on behalf of tho government, 
that tho great sign posts of our policy are 
equality and similarity, and, if 1 may uso 
such a word, simultanity, as far as practi- 
cable, in the development of a genuinely 
popular system of local government in tho 
four countries which form tho United 
Kingdom. No words eould be plainer, 
none more emphatic. They aro also in the 
fullest degree deliberate and authorized, 
ai there was not ono dissentient murmur 
raised against thorn among tho members 
of the tory party, and it was understood 
by Lord Randolph that the declaration 
made received the full and entire appro- 
val of the leaders of the unionists. Nor 
was this all. In September, 1880, when 
the supply bill was being soniowhat 
hotly contested by the Irish mem- 
bers. Lord Churchill, again speak- 
ing oflioially and iu tho name of tho 
government gave even more specific 
pledges: "I think," he said, "that the 
functions of the board of works and the 
local government board call for thu most 
careful consideration from the govern- 
ment, with a view to their development, 
as far as may be in accordance with Irish 
ideas nnd desires. It is tho decided in- 
tention of the government to make pro- 
posals to parliament at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, which I hope may bu next session, 
(this session of 1887). The object of 
theso proposals will bo t.» place the con- 
trol of all theso questions in the hands of 
the Irish people." 

Great preparations have boon made to 
give Lord Randolph Churchill a demon- 
stration and welcome, such as has seldom 
been witnessed at Preston. 



CABLE NOTES. 

The bill which Sir Edward Stanhope, 
secretary for the war department, pro- 
poses to introduce in the houso of com- 
mons for the strengthening of the coun- 
try's defences and reorganization of the 
forces, provides, among other things, 
that any person who shall outer an arsen- 
al, camp-fortress, ship, or other work, 
intending, without any authority, to 
make a sketch or plan that may bo useful 
to on onemy, or to acquire a document, 
model, or information, or being outside, 
shall attempt to make a sketch or plan, or 
having by any means acquired u document 
or model, communicate, or attempts to 
communicate to a foreign state, shall be 
guilty of treason felony. If ho commun- 
icates tho knowledge thus obtained to 
other persons, he shall bo guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and liable to years of imprison- 
ment and a fine. Similar penalties to be 
applied to ollicials who violate the pro- 
visions of tho bill.

THE PALNE-BALL RACE. 

Some Particulars of tho Forthcoming Match— 
A Magnificent Course-Harry Ball's Record 
— Accommodation for the Public to 
View the Race. 

The approaching raco at Shawnigan 
Lako between Win. Paine, champion of 
British Columbia, and Harry Ball of 
Brantford, Ont. , ia beginning to attract 
considerable attention, and in order to 
place tho public in full possession of till 
tho facts connected with tho contest, a 
Colonist representative visited the lako 
yesterday for tho purpose of viewing tho 
course, interviewing Harry Ball, and as- 
certaining other particulars connected 
with tho match. 

THE 11ACE, 

Which takes placo next Saturday, the 
19th inst. , at about 3 p.m., is for §250 a 
side, distance three miles— mile and a 
half and return. Tho start will bo from 
a point opposite the Morton Houso down 
tho lako in a southerly direction to buoys 
anchored one and half mile from tho 
starting and finishing stake. Tho course 
will be surveyed and slaked previous to 
the raco by tho E. & N. Railway Com- 
pany, each sculler starting from and 
turning his own buoy, so as to lessen tho 
liability of fouling. Both men are enthu- 
siastic in praise of tho course, which Ball 
describes as equal to any he has seen or 
rowed over in tho east. In fact, Shawni- 
gan Lake, as a boating course, could not 
bo excelled, as the entiro raco from start 
to finish will bo rowed in full view of 
spectators on tho shore, and tho water at 
all seasons can bo relied upon as being in 
a lit condition for sculling matches, the 
lake being protected from high winds by 
the surrounding mountains. Tho contes- 
tants displayed good aonso in selecting 
such a capital course, and it is to bo hoped 
that Shawnigan Lako will in tho future 
bu tho spot selected for all boating con- 
tests.

In early boyhood he evinced 
a marked liking for boating, and was in- 
terested in several amateur races before 
ho had attained his twentieth birthday. 
In tho various single scull contests which 
ho rowed he has been invariably success- 
ful; but it was as one of tho four-oared 
crew of Chatham, Ont., that he attained 
his greatest success iu an oarsman. This- 
crew, in which Harry Ball pulled bow oar, 
was known as;"the Great Chatham Four. " 
Thoy won the championship of tho Domin- 
ion in 1884, tho race being rowed at Mont- 
real over tho Laehino course. Tho race 
for the Dominion cup was one and a half 
miles distance, and on tho same day tho 
"Chatham Four" won tho Lachine cup, 
distauco three miles. This cup 
thoy won three times in succes- 
sion, and the Dominion cup 
they won twice, hence the title of the 
"Great Chatham Four." Ball came west 
a few months ago and, since his arrival on 
this coast, has resided at Vancouver. 
When tho race with Paino was arranged 
he came to Victoria, and sinco last Wed- 
nesday has boon stopping at the Morton 
Houso, Shawnigan Lake, where he is 
training. He goes out for boat practice 
twice a day, morning and evening, rowing 
over tho proposed course. At mid-day 
he takes pedestrian exerciso over tho 
Nanaimo wagon road, which runs close 
behind the hotel, and is admirably suited 
for training purposes, being quiot and re- 
tired. He also exorcisos with dumb-bells 
and clubs, and is rapidly getting himself 
into racing trim. His regular weight is 
about 175 lbs., but when trained to his 
racing weight he reducca to about 155 lbs. 
He has now been in training several 
weeks, and diets himself on steaks 
and roasts, eggs and bread, drinking 
nothing but tea and water. His racing 
shell is a sister bout to the ono in which 
Ed. Hanlan rowed Jake Gaudaur last 
summer. It was built by the celebrated 
boat-builder, Geo. Warm, of Toronto, 
and weighs only 28 pounds; it is made of 
Spanish cedar, is 31 feet C inches in 
length and 11£ inches beam, is perfect in 
every respect, and may safely bo described 
as a beautiful piece of workmanship. 

WILLIAM l'ALNE, 

British Columbia's champion oarsman, 
is a native of this city, and has continu- 
ously resided in Victoria since childhood. 
Ho is well-known to the public and since 
his boyhood has made his name familiar 
as an oarsman. At tho various regattas 
held on Victoria Ann during tho past ten 
years, Win. Paine has always taken a 
prominent part, and has seldom, if ever, 
been dofeated. Ho won tho junior 
champion double and single scull matches, 
and later [the senior single sculls. 
He obtained the title of champion of 
British Columbia by defeating Wm. Cots- 
ford, tho former holder, in 188(3, and 
sinco that poriod has boon prepared to 
contest tho title with all comers. No ono 
took up the ohallengo, however, until thu 
present time, when both Ball and Peter- 
son will make an effort to wrest tho titlo 
from him. Paine's friends, however, are 
confident ho will uphold the name he has 
already won, and are prepared to back 
him freely. .

GLADSTONE ON INGERSOLL. 

The May number of tho NorUl Amen 
can Review contains au admirable article 
from the pon of Mr. Gladstone, in reply 
to Col. Bob Ingot-soil's recent attacks 
upon tho Christian faith. This latost 
production from his pen shows that Mr. 
Gladstone is not only a grand, but a won- 
derful old man. From the onerous and 
multifarious duties which must beset the 
leader of a great political party 
Great Britain, ho is able to spare time to 
contribute to the current literature of the 
day a magnificent defence of the re- 
ligion taught by the Saviour of mankind, 
and to crush by his inexorable logic and 
profound argument the leader in the army 
of scoffers and unbelievers. Tho manner 
in which Mr. Gladstone deals with Col. 
Ingersoll's offensive and superficial rail- 
ings against Christianity and the Scrip- 
tures is admirable. He convicts his op- 
ponent of misquoting, garbling and mis- 
representing sacred history, and shows 
that Ingersoll's methods of argument 
consist chiefly in assuming such and sucli 
things to bo tenets of the Christian 
faith and then combatting these; in 
other words setting up men of straw 
that he may demolish them. Mr. 
Gladstone's readiness to undertake such 
a task as this, which he has performed so 
thoroughly, with all tho crowding cares 
and wearing toils and responsibilities that 
are en him, is, of itself, ft magnificent 
proof of the vitalizing power of the Chris- 
tian religion in the noblest intellects, the 
most liberal and progressive spirits, and 
the best equipped scholars of our race. 
Tho knowledge oxhibited by Mr. Glad- 
stone of the great subject with which he 
has grappled is indeed extraordinary, and 
he no doubt feels that to no better cause 
could his great controversial powers bo 
consecrated. Mr. Gladstono shows that 
now, as in his younger days, he believes 
in Christianity with tho whole powor and 
energy of a nature that has been broaden- 
oning and getting more liberal and hope- 
ful for humanity with advancing yours, 
and that has been kept fresh, sweet, 
strong and vigorous in the greatest of in- 
tellectual and political conflicts by the 
simple faith which In»ersoll treats with 
equal irreverence, shallowness and bitter- 
ness. Gladstone's life and services to 
humanity are back of his champion- 
ship of the faith that Ingersoll 
would destroy. While Ingersoll airs his 
crude knowledge and boundless conceit 
and lack of reverence, tho great English 
statesman closes his exposure of the former 
in a spirit of true wisdom, when he says: 

Whereas wo are placed in an atmos- 
phere of mystery, relieved only by a little 
sphere of light around each of us, like a 
dealing of an American forest, and rarely 
can see farther than is necessary for the 
direction of our own conduct from day to 
day, we lind hero, assumed by a particu- 
lar person, tho character of a universal 
judge, without appeal. And whereas the 
highest self-constraint is necessary in those 
dark but, therefore, all tho more .exciting 
inquiries, in order to maintain the ovor- 
quivoring balance of our faculties, this 
writer chooses to ride an unbroken horse, 
and to throw the reins upon his neck. 

Even Ingersoll must shrink as though 11 
superior was gazing down upon him with 
contempt when Mr. Gladstone reminds 
him that Christians have feelings and bo- 
liofs that aro entitled to respect, and 
says : 

Not only is the name of Jehovah on- 
circled in the heart of uvery boliuvor with 
the profoundesb reverence and love, but 
tho Christian religion teaches, through 
t'.iu Incarnation, a doctrine of personal 
union with God so lofty that it can only 
bo approached 'ih a deep reverential calm. 
I do not deny that a person who deems a 
given religion to be wicked may be led 
onward by logical consistency to impugn 
in Rtrong terms the character of the 
author and object of that religion. But 
he is bound by the laws of social morality 
and decency to consider well the terniH 
and manner of his indictment. 

Equally broad, grand and crushing are 
the liberal leader's illustrations of the 
levity, injustice and dishonesty of Ingor- 
soll's attacks upon tho God of the Bible, 
and the attempt to provo thut tho Dar- 
winian system is fatal to the claims of 
tho Scriptures and tho author of Chris- 
tianity. There is also a magnificent irony 
in Mr. Gladstone's referencoto Ingorsoll's 
flippancies of nssumod conten.pt for Chris- 
tianity, as though ho had mastored its 
inystories and meaning. Says the vetoran 
thinker and scholar: 

Tho study of tho Christian Scripture 3 
to say nothing of Christian life and insti- 
tutions, has been to many and juitly 



Now that tho question of a water sup 
ply has been satisfactorily solved, the 
attention of ,mr leaders will be directed 
to that of iuworago. That there is a 
necessity foi immediate action no one 
who has the wolfare of our beautiful city 
at hoart will deny. Nature has boon 
lavish in her gifts. Scenery such as the 
eye delights to dwell upon lies all around 
us; the drives on all sides cannot be sur 
passed by those of any city on tho coast 
tho placid waters which surround ui 
seem to have boon made for pleasure, 
whilo tho climate is the pride of tho 
people and tho envy of visitors from the 
east. We have great advantages for 
which we have reason to thank Provi- 
dence, natural advantages, bo it 
understood, for man has been slow 
to add to them those little finish- 
ing touches which make the pic- 
ture complete. While one can stand 
on Beacon Hill and drink in the glorias 
of tho snow-capped mountains of the 
Olympic range, or cast a de- 
lighted eye over the smiling, deep 
blue waters of the Straits, ho lias 
only to retrace his steps to Johnson or 
Yates street to breathe in tho foul smells 
of the gutter, tho fruitful seeds of pesti- 
lence and death. Looking upon this pic- 
ture and on this, one can see on the one 
hand the munificence of God, and on the 
other the niggardliness of man. Victoria 
is a lovely place, it is a Mecca 
to the pilgrims of pleasure, it seems des- 
tined to become a nourishing city, but 
unless its people aro willing to put their 
hands in their pockets to adventitiously 
aid tho prodigality of nature, it will fast 
decline and become a place to shun 
instead of one to court. Now. 
nobody can deny that the con- 
dition of the sowerage in this city is 
disgraceful in the extreme; we do not 
suppose any ono will gainsay that fact. 
One has only to run to read in that re- 
spect. It is but a few days since we re- 
ceived a note from a prominent citizen 
who was just recovering from a serious 
illness, which both he and his medical ad- 
viser had no doubt was caused by defect- 
ive sewerage. An enterprising gentleman, 
with a largo interest in Victoria, he re- 
quested ua then to draw attention to this 
scandalous nuisance which very nearly 
lost him his life. The Colonist has 
grown weary of endeavoring to arouse its 
readers to the gravity of the situation; it 
has time and timo again attempted to 
hammer into the heads of the City 
Fathers the idea that it was 
time for thom to be up and doing, if they 
did not wish to drive visitors away from 
our shores. The by-law was not placed 
beforo the property owners at, a proper 
time on the last occasion when they were 
privileged to vote upon it. Instead of 
being held in the winter, when the 
noxious odors wore not so prevalent, the 
by-law should have been submitted in 
tho summer, when the absolute necessity 
of drainage came more immediately un- 
der their notice. Were the by-law to be 
voted upon now, when grumblings aro 
heard on every side, wo have every confi- 
dence it would carry by a largo majority. 
Let tho Board of Aldermen made another 
and immediate move in the right direction. 
They aro the custodians of the people's 
rights and it is to them we look to take 
the initiatory.

which civilization has not yet reached.

Has not 
tho republican system carriod with it into 
social life principles which aro fust destroy- 
ing home and tho sacred ties of tho family!

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THE MILITIA ESTIMATES. 

Col. Holmes and Major Peters' Opinion of the 
Canadian Snider Ammunition — "C" Bat- 
tery's Pay-Training of the Militia. 

(From Our Own CorroBDonrtunt.) 
Ottawa, May 5.— Tho Commons spent 
most of yesterday on supply discussin 
tho militia estimates. Several matters of 
interest to British Columbia came up. 

Mr. Jonos (Halifax) said: The minister 
will romember that last year thoro was a 
discussion on tho subjoct of tho manufac- 
ture" of ammunition at Quebec, and i took 
the opportunity thou of expressing an 
opinion which I had hoard from several 
quarters as to tho poor quality of the 
ammunition manufactured there, and 
issued to the force. The hon, gentleman 
then said that they were about to insti- 
tute a system by which they hoped to 
obviate that difficulty, and that in futuro 
ha hoped thoro would be iio complaints 
made in regard to that. Would he now 
be ablo to inform tho Houso as to what 
changes, if any, have boon made, and 
what has beon the result in rOL'ard to the 
•xponses attending it '( 

Sir Adolphe Caron, in reply, said: 
Since tho time that the question was 
brought before tho housu, wo have had 
competent men, who take a groat deal of 
interest in tho rifle practice, who have 
made a report as to tho cartridge factory. 
A great deal of tho trouble, if 1 may so 
express myself, arose from tho fact that it 
was supposed that tho powder used in tho 
manufacture of theso cartridges, which 
was manufactured in Canada by the 
Hamilton Powder Co., was not as good as 
the powder wo imported from England. 
To obviate this difficulty, wo ceased to 
use tho Hamilton powder, and got tho 
powdor from England. Of course, I need 
not explain to the hon. gentleman that, 
like himself, when ho was occupying tho 
position I happen to occupy to-day, 1 am 
a layman, and my experience of rifle 
practice has not beon so largo as that of 
some hon. gentlemen. 1 should not un- 
dertake to express my own opinion on 
this subject against that of prominent 
members of tho militia force who occupy 
seats in this house, and about two weeka 
ago there was an article which appeared 
in a certain newspaper criticising the 
quality of tho cartridges manufactured in 
Quebec. For my part, 1 did not even 
know that the cartridges manufactured in 
Queboc were being used in Infantry 
School "C" in British Columbia, the lat- 
est addition to our infantry schools in 
Canada, but 1 received a letter from Col. 
Holmes who, after reading the article in 
tho papors, thought it might be desirable 
from the standpoint of tho department 
and also from tho standpoint of the force, 
to give his experience during tho 
period of time when it was his duty 
to put his school through the 
riflo practice in British Columbia. He 
writes tho following letter, and as it is the 
opinion of a practical man, who lias been 
one of the leading shots in Canada during 
most of the competitions that have taken 
place, 1 think it will satisfy public opinion 
more than anything that 1 could say from 
personal knowledge:

As I have heard of 
discontent being prevalent regarding its 
reliability, although 1 had never seen any 
of it in use before, as our supply hero is 
of English make 1 was prepared find fault 
with it, if necessary. 1 must say, however, 
that what we have just used is really as 
good and roliable as any 1 have seen any- 
where, and I should be a judge, as 1 stood 
5th in the Wimbledon team for and 
have always been a fair average shot. 

Peters " 

Major Peters, who i3 also known to be 
a capital shot and great sportsman, and 
one of the best officers wo have in the 
force. 

"Peters alBO agrees with nio as to its 
good quality, and speaks highly of it, and 
•aya all the fault found with it of late 
years is groundless, I thought you would 
like to have an opinion from British Col- 
umbia in this matter, as 1 presume some 
one may possibly bring up tho same re- 
marks which have appeared in the papers 
against the cartridge factory." 

Now, this is evidence of an officer who 
is not only a very good officer, but who is 
known to be a first rate rifle shot, and 
relying upon information which I re- 
ceived from oompetent.officers such as ho 
is, I believed that the cartridges manufac- 
tured in Canada were not perfect at first. 
Like every othor now enterprise it re- 
quired skilled labor, and that skilled labor 
could only be acquired by the experience 
which we possess to-day, and winch is 
making of tho cartridge factory a success. 

Lator on Major Prior took an active 
part in tho discussion. He said: 1 would 
like to ask the hon. Minister of Militia if 
the officors and men of "C" Battery get 
the same pay as those of other batteries. 
If they do, I do not think it is fair to 
them, becauso living in British Columbia 
is frb'm 25 to 33 per cent, higher that it is 
in Eastern Canada, and if they only get 
the same amount of money, 1 do not see 
how they can get along on it. They aie 
a splendid body of men, whom we in 
British Columbia are very proud of in- 
deed. I know that it is a better climate 
than in the east: they havothat advantage; 
but they cannot live on climate, and 1 
hopo that the hon. Minister, if it is in his 
power, will give them better pay or, if he 
cannot r ise their pay, make some allow- 
ance to them so that thoy will be placed 
on tho same footing as their comrades in 
the east. 

Sir Adolpho in reply said: To the hon. 
membor for Victoria, I must say, that bo- 
sides tho advantage to "0" Battery of liv- 
ing in that delightful climate, and enjoy- 
ing the hospitality of the poople of British 
Columbia, they have better pay than the 
"A" or "B" Battery or tho ordinary- 
corps. It was considered that tho labor 
market boing very high, it was necessary 
to give more pay to the men, and framing 
the regulation, we allowed ten cents extra 
per day, but the ton conts are paid at tin; 
expiration of every period of enlistment, 
provided the men remain in tho corps. 
A man in leaving the corps and returning 
to civil life will thus have a considerable 
amount of money to start his now life 
with. Under the circumstances I do not 
think it is possible for tho department to 
go beyond giving extra advantages to one 
battery over tho others. 

Major Prior at a subsequent stage s id: 
I heartily endorse the opinions expressed 
by the hon. member for Toronto (Mr. 
Deniaon) and tho hon. member for tihel- 
burn'o (General Laurie) with regard to the 
desirability of the militia being trained 
every year. In my district, the brigade, 
in which I have the honor to hold a com- 
mission, has not been out for drill for the 
past four years. It is not fair to tho 
officers or men that auch should be the 
case. Tho officers are put to heavy ex- 
pense in getting their uniform and making 
their course through the schools and ob- 
taining certificates; and when tho force is 
not allowed to go out, thoy can never bo- 



Lambton has said with rogard to the 
trousers. Those issuod to us were very 
poor shoddy indeed, not at all the name 
quality of cloth as tho tunics, and I 
would ask tho hon. the minister if he 
could not remedy this and see his way to 
issuing some extra clothing to tho artil- 
lery.

Influx or Chluniueu. 

The Port Townsend correspondent of 
thu Seattle Post-Intelligencer, says: One 
hundred and three Chinamen arrived 
from Vancouver on the Premier at threo 
o'clock this morning. Several customs 
ofiicials have been busily engaged all the 
morning in examining tliuir certificates. 
Twenty wero rejected and ordered sent 
back. The principal examining oflicial 
said ho had no doubt they wore trying to 
fraudulently enter the country, and that, 
although rejected by tho custom house, a 
writ of habeas corpus would doubtless be 
sworn out on all of them and probably be 
successful in many cases, owing to the 
difficulty, in identifying Chinamen. A 
large influx of Chinese is anticipated by 
the custom house as soon as the ratification 
of the recent treaty is known in China, 
and before its provisions go into effect.

Tho sher- 
iff's agent succeeded ill executing an at- 
tachment on tho plant a couple of weeks 
ago. 



A Hteamer Launched. 

Mr. Ben Young's now steamer, tho 
Clara Young, was launched Thursday 
afternoon at Westminster. She is a very 
handsome model, and is said to bo the 
strongest boat of her class ever built on 
the Eraser. Her length is 00 feet over all, 
beam 13 foot, and depth of hold 5 feet fi 
inches. Machinists were at work on Fri- 
day fitting in her boiler and engines, and 
it is expected the trial trip will be had m 
ten days. Tho Clan Young was built in 
McFoe's shipyard, Westminster, and re- 
flects much credit on the builders, McFee 
Bros. 



The King Tye Seizure. 

The manager of tho King Tye Co. in 
this city states that matters have been ar- 
ranged with tho customs authorities in re- 
gard to the seizure of some goods at M m- 
treal. Tho seizure resulted from the fact 
that no invoices were received from Hong 
Hong and Yokohama, from which points 
tho goods were sent direct to Montreal. 
The customs people claimed that thoy 
wero of greater value than that placed 
upon them by Mong Kow, who endeavor- 
ed to get them out of tho warehouse. 
With the assistance of some friend Mong 
Kow, at Ottawa, succeeded in getting the 
goods released, and tho matter will be 
finally settled when all the papers have 
been received from thu Orient. 



Refused to Umlife. 

Another effort was made yesterday 
afternoon to force tho bark Arabella from 
her position in the mud in tho upper har- 
bor. The schooner Bonanza was placed 
on ono side, and the bark Bella Vista on 
the other, while heavy timbers wore 
lashed to the Arabella and to the two 
vessels. When the attempt was made to 
float tho Arabella tho Bonanza and Bulla 
Vista hung over the bark for an instant, 
and then tho sixtoen-inch square timbers 
snapped in two like matchwood, the Ara- 
bella not budging an inch frem her posi- 
tion. A chaige of dynamite underneath 
is evidently about the only force that will 
have any effect on the mud-lodged bark. 

Itlue million Club. 

Last night the club held their usual 
meeting with Vice-President W. J. Sut- 
ton in the chair. The choir sang an open- 
ing song, followed with prayer by the 
Rev. Archdeacon Scriven. The rov. 
gentleman addressed tho meeting, 
pointing out the many difficulties in tho 
way of saying "no. " Master Frank Pen- 
will, in his usual fine stylo, gave an instru- 
mental solo. Miss Marion Netherby then 
recited in excellent style; song, "Tar's 
Farewell," by Prof. Sharpe, encored', 
selection by tho choir; Mr. Netherby 
gave an interesting address; instru- 
mental solo, by Prof. Sharpe; Mr. Sutton 
then gave a short address; aftor which tho 
meeting closed by singing the national 
anthem. 

An Improved Car Healer. 

Wq learn from the Scientific American 
that a car heater, designed to bo capable 
of sustaining groat weight and not allow 
tho escape of fuel should tho car be over- 
turned, lias boon patentod by Mr. James 
Wardlo, of Hope, B. C. It is constructed 
of two concentric cylindrical casings of 
malleable sr.eel or iron, both cylinders be- 
ing strengthened by outer attached metal 
hoops or bands, and between thorn a space 
for circulation of air. The centrally-aper- 
tured base to which both cylinders are at- 
tached is secured to tho car floor, tho in- 
ner cylinder having a conical bottom pro- 
jecting downward through tho fluor,a hori- 
zontal plate beneath acting asadaraper, and 
also as a meanBwherebyasnes maybe dump- 
ed through the conical bottom, Tho outer 
cylinder is provided with a series of aper- 
tures between the encircling bauds and 
tho inner cylinder is capped by an apor- 
tured plate, to prevent fuel entering tho 
.smoke-pipe should the car bo overturned. 
Tho latched fuel door of the inner cylin- 
der corresponds with an opening of the 
outer casing, covered by a door adapted 
to slide in ways and operated by a screw 
rod which travels in a threaded aperture 
in the flange of tho top. Tho car heater 
is illustrated. 



Kolnud Reed. 

Roland Reed, the comedian, who ap- 
pears at The Victoria to-morrow evening, 
had tho comedy "Humbug" written for 
him by Mai'sdon, who wrote all of Lotta's 
successes and tho "Kerry Gow" for Joe 
Murphy.
